BRITISH REVERSE IN CHILI- 
AN WATERS BIG SENSA- 
TION. 


Valparaiso, Nov. 7.—The vic- 
tory of the German fleet. under 
Admiral: Von Spee, consisting of 
the armored crtisers Scharnhorst 
and Gneisenau, and the light 
cruisers Nurnberg, Leipsig | and 
Bremen,’ over the British ad-: 
ron, made up of the cruisers (Mon- 
mouth, Good Hope and Glasgow, 
and the, transport, Otrano, com- 
manded by Rear jAdmiral Crad- 
ock, continues .the sensation of 
the hour here. 

That the Germans were able to 
sink or scatter the Brstish 
squadron with only minor dam- 
age to their own ships and a cas- 
ualty list of only two wounded, 
is a subject of wonder. 

The Monmouth is known to 
have been lost with practically 
all of her crew, as a result of 
this first. big naval fight of the 
war; the Good Hope was severe- 
ly dameycd and on fire when she 
escaped ‘under cover of darkness, 
and it is believed hefe that she 
went to the bottom, while tie 
Glasgow and Otrano took refuge 
in a Chilean port,
